A reliable informant quoted

The atomic bomb that fell on 
Hiroshima was not only an up- 
paralicled instrument of phys: 
fea} destruction; it shattered 
whatever remained of blind-de- 
votion ta scientifi¢ materialism: 
For our era, it marked ‘a ‘new 
crisis In the age-old warfare 
between science and theology. 

In the purely intellectual 
sense, the great selentific  ad- 
vanees of this century have 
contributed to undermining the 
royal authority of xefence. By 
their works, scientists. have 
augmented their own scepticlam 
of science.. From the 19th 
century, we Inherlted a superb 
engine of science, resting on 
massive foundations, ordered 
eternally by a system. of na- 
tural laws expounded by Galilee, 
Kepler, Newton and Laplace. 
So pictured, the universe work- 
ed Ike u beautiful machine and 
while men did not doubt that 

urenter beauties and greater tn- 
trieacles remained to be refeal- 
they were certain that no 
new feature would disturb their 
tide, comfortable and well or- 
dered concept. 

Today that concept is gone. 
The picture of the orderly uni- 
verse has been amushed beyond 
repair, The theories of Elns- 

tein and Bohr, the works of

All In Pieces 

More today then ever before 
we know. All ia statistics, pro- 
babilities, uncertainties.

nowhere. The world, in John 
Donne's words is, “all i in pieces, 

all coherence gone, all Just aup- 

ply and all. Relation.’ When 
scientists start tinkering, as 1 
am told they: have, even with 
the foundation of logic and 
mathematics, pity.the poor lay- 
man. What Is he to think If 
his arithmetic becomes a matter 
of taste inatead of fact? . 

Mostly, _1 grant, these are 
high matters for the seminar, 
the study and. the learned 
journals. Regardless of the 
ferment in the more ubstruae 
parts of science the averaye 
man can still drive his car, 
turn on his wireless or snap 
the light switch without un.
